CHICAGO, Sept. 3.—Tho News has tlio fol- 


lowing summary of tho political situation In 
this stato as regards the legislature: Tho 
real situation throughout tho state is easily 
shown.

gamon and Shelby county districts—two He- 
publican candidates are running. In both

Of tbo twonty- 
fivo to bo elected tho Kopubh'cans nr» dead 
suro to elect eleven and the Democrats eight, 
giving tho-formor a total of twonty-flvo nnd 
tho latter twonty, and leaving six districts in 
doubt. It will bo scon, .therefore, that the Re- 
publicans aro only absolutely certain of tho 
election' of ninoty-throo members of tbo 
legislature, which is ten less th&n a majority 
on joint ballot. Tho Democrats have eighty- 
six cortnhi, or seventeen less than tho num- 
bw required to olect a United States senator.

cort was from Jerusalem to Jericho. But 
I anticipate. From, Cairo wo went to Je- 
rusalem by way of Port Said, 
We were 


there some time, and visited Jericho, 
Nazareth-, Bethany, Bethleham, Galilee, 
the Dead Sea, and other points of inter- 
est. Father Fagah enjoyed the distinc- 
tion of being the only shaven pnestiu 
Jerusalem. The rest wore beards, not 
only the residents, but tho Spanish and 
Italian prissts visiting there. I saidjmass 
twioo iu tbe holy sepulchre, once at Nuz- 
aroth, and once at Bethany. We went to 
thp Dead Sea under an escort, which a 
shiekh sent with us.
